Garrard County 
inmates will stay at 
Lincoln jail, for now

Lincoln County’s jailer 
said the weeks of battling 
are over now that Garrard 
County officials have agreed 
to pay a proposed increase 
to keep their inmates at the 
Lincoln jail. 

Prior to the agreement, 
Lincoln Jailer Rob Wilson 
said that Lincoln was under¬ 
charging Garrard for its part 
of the jail’s medical bills 
and now they have renego¬ 
tiated the contract to where 
the inmate fee will cover 
those medical costs. 

“Lincoln County had 
been subsidizing their 
medical costs, so I went 
up and talked to them and 
they threatened to pull their 
inmates if I raised their 
costs,” Wilson said. “Last 
week they decided to sign 
the new contract.” 

Lincoln County was 
charging Garrard $29.03 
per inmate per day. The new 
agreement will increase that 
cost to $31.34, he said. 

Garrard County officials 
initially thought trans¬ 
porting inmates to Casey 
County’s jail would be 
cheaper than continuing 
to house them in Lincoln, 


but they have now decided 
there wouldn’t be a savings. 

“We had no choice. 
Basically, it is more expen¬ 
sive than what other coun¬ 
ties are charging, but it’s 
kind of in the margin of 
what it would cost to trans¬ 
port to other counties,” 
Garrard County Judge- 
Executive John Wilson said. 

The new $31.34 fee will 
raise Garrard County’s 
annual cost by about 
$25,000, he said. 

Rob Wilson said he 
knows John Wilson didn’t 
like the raise but if he were 
the jailer of Lincoln County, 
he’d do the same. 

“It’s his job to protect 
the people’s tax dollars, just 
like it’s my job to protect 
our people’s tax dollars,” he 
said. “It’s strictly business - 
two elected officials trying 
to do their best to take care 
of their people.” 

John Wilson said 
Lincoln’s isn’t the only jail 
that houses Garrard inmates. 

“To be fair, a lot of our 
inmates at the Lincoln 
County Jail have had to be 
moved to Casey County 
anyways,” he said. “The 
Lincoln County jail is over-

In search of a shared vision: LCF plans county-wide summit

STANFORD - The first 
step to ensuring the coun¬ 
ty’s future growth and suc¬ 
cess was recently taken by 
the community planning 
group Lincoln County 
Futures (LCF), who have 
set the date for a coun¬ 
ty-wide summit of govern¬ 
ment leaders for June 1 at 
the Lincoln County High 
School auditorium. 

LCF, created through 
the help of a grant, began 
developing a county-wide 
plan for the future last year 
by surveying 200 Lincoln 
County junior and seniors 
students, as well as 218 
adults. 

The results of the survey 


were revealed in a 46-page 
document, which highlights 
many of the current barriers 
to Lincoln County’s suc¬ 
cess and several ways to 
overcome them. 

The summit is one of 16 
steps named in the report 
as possible short-term and 
long-term projects that 
Lincoln County residents 
could handle. 

All of the county’s elect¬ 
ed bodies are invited and 
most have agreed to attend. 

A call to action 

Tim Estes, former Stanford 
councilman and member 
of the LCF, addressed the 
Lincoln County Board of 
Education during a special 
called meeting on April 13. 


Estes, who has been trav¬ 
eling to local government 
meetings to share the survey 
results and community plan, 
said he was disappointed 
by the lack of attendance at 
local meetings by Lincoln 
County residents. 

“I don’t know why people 
will not get involved and 
go to meetings when they 
are deciding things about 
our community,” Estes said, 
“this is what this futures sur¬ 
vey is all about.” 

The survey serves as a 
plan for the future, and one 
that Estes says leaders must 
act on now. 

“This is the fifth meeting 
I’ve been to and I’ve told 
them all the same - we see 
strategic plans come and we 
see strategic plans go,” he 


said. “If we don’t get togeth¬ 
er and start acting on some 
of these strategic plans, then 
people are going to be com¬ 
ing back in ten years from 
now saying ‘we’ve got this 
really neat plan that we want 
to put together.’” 

Overall, the survey paints 
Lincoln County in a positive 
light, although there were 
a few negative opinions 
revealed which helped point 
out specific barriers to the 
county’s success. 

“One of the biggest neg¬ 
atives was that we don’t 
have a shared vision of what 
Lincoln County can be, so 
we don’t have a commitment 
to work together,” Estes said. 

“We don’t have a shared 
commitment. We talk in our 
schools all the time about 


mission statements. We 
don’t have a shared vision 
across the county.” 

In an effort to gather that 
shared vision that the county 
is lacking, LCF has sched¬ 
uled the summit of elected 
officials and has invited the 
Lincoln County Fiscal Court, 
City councils from Stanford 
and Hustonville and the Crab 
Orchard City Commission, 
all of whom have agreed to 
participate. 

Estes also extended an 
invitation to the Lincoln 
County Board of Education. 

“At the summit, Lori 
Garkovich, the lady who 
actually helped us with 
this survey, is going to put 
together a little presenta¬ 
tion,” Estes said. “We’re 
not meeting there that night 


for you guys to do business. 
We’re meeting there that 
night to listen to concerns 
of Lincoln County citizens.” 

All are invited to the coun¬ 
ty-wide summit which will 
take place from 7 to 8 p.m. 
on Monday, June 1, at the 
Lincoln County High School 
Auditorium. 

Attendees will be asked 
for their input on important 
topics and to sign up for 
committees to work on cor¬ 
responding projects.

Fort Logan Hospital in "good" financial health

STANFORD - A nine-month 
study of rural hospitals released 
recently has found that Fort 
Logan Hospital in Stanford — 
and its parent hospital, Ephraim 
McDowell Regional Medical 
Center — are in “good” financial 
health, although other area hospi¬ 
tals are not faring as well. 

Kentucky Auditor Adam Edelen 
unveiled a report on the finan¬ 
cial strength of rural hospitals that 
found nearly a third of those exam¬ 
ined (15 of 44) in the study were 
in “poor” financial health, includ¬ 
ing James B. Haggin Memorial 
Hospital in Harrodsburg, and said 
“closure may be an unfortunate 
reality for some.” 

While McDowell hospital, 
which ranked fifth overall, was 
found to be in “good” financial 
health, Casey County Hospital 
was listed only as “fair.” Three 
hospitals listed were in “excel¬ 
lent” financial health. 

“Ephraim McDowell Health is 
in good financial health, in great 
part, due to the leadership of 
our dedicated board of directors 
who recognize how important 
this hospital is to the many peo¬ 
ple we serve,” Vicki A. Darnell, 
president and CEO of Ephraim 
McDowell Health, said in an 
email. 

According to Edelen, the study 
did not include 22 of the 66 
Kentucky hospitals located out¬ 
side metropolitan areas because 
they are mainly privately owned. 


Edelen analyzed the financial 
health of the hospitals based on 
percentage of revenue kept as 
profit, number of days of cash on 
hand, debt financing and depre¬ 
ciation during fiscal years 2011 
through 2013 and found that the 
financial condition of 68 percent 
of Kentucky’s rural hospitals 
scored below the national aver¬ 
age, including Casey and Haggin 
Memorial. 

Gov. Steve Beshear reacted to 
the study, noting the report was 
“a dated snapshot” and relies on 
data from 2013. 

“Conditions are no longer the 
same,” Beshear said in a news 
release. “Hospitals received 
more than $506 million in 2014 
through new Medicaid expansion 
payments, while seeing signifi¬ 
cant reductions in uncompensated 
care costs. Those are huge chang¬ 
es to hospitals’ bottom lines that 
are not shown here.” 

Edelen, who was Beshear’s first 
chief of staff, said it’s impossi¬ 
ble to determine the full effect 
of federal health reform at this 
point, noting that Kentucky hos¬ 
pitals have had higher-than-av- 
erage penalties from Medicare 
for readmitting patients within 30 
days, a new feature of the Health 
Reform Act. 

According to Edelen, 40 of the 
64 hospitals penalized were rural 
and nine of the 39 in the U.S. that 
received the maximum penalty 
were in Kentucky. 

Audrey Haynes, secretary 
of the state Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services, echoed 


Beshear’s sentiments in a 58-page 
response to the report, noting the 
data did not reflect $174.3 million 
rural hospitals netted in Medicaid 
expansion in 2014. 

The report notes that hospitals 
have undergone “a transforma¬ 
tion in recent years caused by 
many factors, including a poor 
economic climate, fast-changing, 
expensive technological advanc¬ 
es, new electronic health records 
requirements, implementation 
of Medicaid managed care and 
expansion and more.” 

Other changes on the horizon 
include scheduled reductions 
in Medicaid Disproportionate 
Share Hospital (DSH) pay¬ 
ments and continued cuts in 
Medicare fee-for-service pay¬ 
ments. Federal law requires 
that state Medicaid programs 
make DSH payments to qual¬ 
ifying hospitals that serve a 
large number of Medicaid and 
uninsured individuals. 

“These industry changes cre¬ 
ate significant challenges to 
rural hospitals, and those hos¬ 
pitals assessed as being in poor 
health have little flexibility to 
withstand such challenges,” the 
report said. 

“There are many challeng¬ 
es facing any hospital, health¬ 
care institution and providers,” 
said Darnell. “At EMH, we have 
expanded services and invested 
in technology, grown our primary 
and specialty physician team, and 
continued to invest in our pro¬ 
viders and associates who fulfill 
our mission daily. All the while, 


we have tightened our belts to 
address current and future chal¬ 
lenges. Our proactive approach 
has been studied, measured and 
balanced, yet we remain vigilant 
to assure we continue to be the 
health-care provider of choice in 
this region.” 

Saying the study was “not 
a rebuke” of managed care or 
the Affordable Care Act, Edelen 
called for the creation of a 
panel to better monitor the fis¬ 
cal well-being of rural medical 
facilities using the report as the 
baseline as more information 
emerges on the impact of feder¬ 
al health-care reforms. He also 
called for additional oversight 
to be given to the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services on 
the financial well-being of rural 
hospitals. 

“Monitoring is important to 
ensure that the commonwealth 
has sufficient information on 
hand to plan for and to attempt 
to prevent gaps in health-care 
accessibility,” said Edelen, not¬ 
ing Kentucky has received a $2 
million federal grant to test new 
payment and service delivery 
models. 

“The expansion of Medicaid 
has certainly had a positive 
impact on the reduction of 
charitable care and bad debt. 
However, the health system 
has had to devote considerable 
resources to resolving billing 
disputes with the Medicaid 
managed care organizations. 
Smaller, more rural hospitals 
do not have the resources, both 


human resources or otherwise, 
to continually battle with these 
companies to seek fair pay¬ 
ment,” said Darnell. 

Haynes said she sees potential 
conflict of interest in having the 
CHFS keep closer tabs on the 
financial stability of rural hos¬ 
pitals given the agency’s roles 
in licensing, setting regulatory 
appeals and Medicaid rates. 

The report says that to sur¬ 
vive, rural hospitals must adapt 
to new business models, such 
as merging with larger hospi¬ 
tals or hiring them as man¬ 
agers, forming coalitions with 
other rural hospitals, or finding 
a health-care niche that hasn’t 
been served. 

“Refusing to drill down robs 
stakeholders of the informa¬ 
tion they need to guide this 
transformation,” said Edelen. 
“Although closure may be an 
unfortunate reality for some, I 
believe more can and should 
be done to help these hospitals 
rethink their models of business 
in delivering health care in the 
21st century.” 

Darnell said Edelen’s report 
“identified some very important 
issues that hospitals have been 
trying to address for some time, 
and those are directly related to 
the reimbursements of the man¬ 
aged care organizations and a 
real lack of an appeals process.” 

“As a member of the Kentucky 
Hospital Association Board, I 
look forward to working with 
Mr. Edelen’s office on his rec¬ 
ommendations,” said Darnell.

AN ENCOURAGING WORD 

Don’t let quick judgement be your guide

It was a little thing, hardly 
noticeable, when it occurred, 
but it was of sufficient 
importance to remind me of 
a few lines of a verse that 
I remembered from many 
years ago. In that verse, a 
little child opined, “We have 
the nicest garbage man, he 
empties out our garbage can. 
He’s just as nice as he can 
be, he always stops and talks 
with me.” After that obser¬ 
vation, the little child con¬ 
tinued to opine, “My mother 
doesn’t like his smell. But 
mother doesn’t know him 


well.” 

Although we have been 
reminded for centuries 
that we should not “make 
a habit of judging others, 
if you don’t want to be 
judged yourselves,” it often 
occurs in everyday life 
that value judgements and 
character assessments, that 
is, rendering an opinion or 
an estimate, based on first 
impressions and insufficient 
information are made on 
a regular basis. Maryrose 
Wood indicated this when 
she said, “All books are 
judged by their covers until 


they are read.” Usually, those 
judgments made in haste are 
inadequate, for first impres¬ 
sions are not always correct. 
So, Malcolm Gladwell, a 
Canadian journalist, wrote, 
“It would be interesting to 
find out what goes on in 
that moment when someone 
looks at you and draws all 
sorts of conclusions.” But 
that is the basis of many 
decisions. 

Judgments, large and 
small, are a necessary part 
of life. Every day situations 
that require them are faced, 
and it is impossible to avoid 


them. Often, they come with¬ 
out warning at a moment’s 
notice, and although they can 
have profound and lasting 
results, they have to be made 
in what has been called a 
split second. So, at all times, 
one has to be prepared to 
make judgments, and hope¬ 
fully there are good ones. 
Maybe, Benjamin Franklin, 
known by some as “the First 
American,” gave the best 
advice when he said, “If 
Passion drives, let Reason 
hold the reins.” When reason 
controls, good judgments are 
more likely to follow.

Johnny said they spent time 
with the orphans, had a 
youth girls class, a vaca¬ 
tion bible school, a pastor’s 
class, an adult ladies class, a 
youth boys class, a deacons 
class, and a Sunday School 
teachers class.

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How to control your 
privacy on social media

hether you are 
an avid social 
media poster, 
or if you just 
dabble in the 
occasional post, you should be 
aware of who can see what you 
are saying. 

Just as you lock your house so 
that random people cannot walk 
inside whenever they want, you 
need to make sure you are lock¬ 
ing down the privacy settings on 
your social media accounts to 
make sure only those who know 
you are allowed in. 

The big three social media 
sites (Facebook, Twitter, and 
Instagram) offer several built in 
controls for you to restrict who 
is seeing your posts. 

Twitter: The biggest privacy 
option for Twitter is to choose 



to “protect” your tweets. When 
this setting is activated, only 
those who follow you will 
be able to see what you have 
tweeted, and you will have the 
opportunity to approve all fol¬ 
low requests. 

As a secondary option, you 
can choose to block certain 
individuals from seeing your 
tweets even if your tweets aren’t 
protected. 

Instagram: Instagram offers 
users the option of marking 
your account private. Much 
like Twitter, when an Instagram 
account is marked private, only 


your followers can see your 
pictures, and again you have the 
ability to approve anyone who 
requests to follow you. 

Facebook: Facebook offers 
the most varied privacy options 
by far. For people you are not 
Facebook friends with, the 
default setting is that they can 
see mostly what your friends 
can see, which is probably not 
the best idea. 

The privacy settings can 
be dialed up so far that those 
individuals can only see your 
cover photo and current profile 
picture. You can also choose 
between who can send you 
friend requests: anyone or only 
friends of friends. 

Where Facebook really differs 
from the others is in how you 
can control what those you ARE 
friends with can see. For any¬ 
thing you post, you can choose 


who sees it. 

The default options are 
Friends and Public, but if you 
click “More Options” you are 
nearly limitless in controlling 
who can see your posts. You can 
limit your posts to be viewed by 
groups you currently have, or 
under “Custom” you can choose 
on the individual level who is/is 
not able to see your posts. 

Have a “friend” who con¬ 
stantly posts cat memes on 
your timeline or tags you in 
unflattering pictures? You can 
fix that, too. You can completely 
turn off wall posts and tagging 
by others, or simply set it so 
that you have to approve things 
before they actually show on 
your wall. 

So take a quick visit to the 
settings page of these sites, and 
reclaim a little privacy in your 
life. 



Girdler will again propose 
legislation to end domestic violence

FRANKFORT (April 17) -The 
2015 Fegislative Session is now 
behind us and I wanted to address 
Senate Bill 137, a vital piece of 
legislation I sponsored which 
was not acted on by the House of 
Representatives. 

Senate Bill 137 required a 
12-hour “cooling off’ period before 
perpetrators could be released from 
jail on bail for domestic violence 
if the Judge determined there was 
a risk further violence against the 
victim. This “cooling off” period 
would give victims and their chil¬ 
dren the precious time they need 
to find a safe location, away from 
their abuser. Experts in prevent¬ 
ing domestic violence know the 
most dangerous time for a victim 
is during the period when she is 
attempting to leave the location

where she is being abused. 

We live in a culture which is 
demeaning to women. The mes¬ 
sage “she deserved it” is embedded 
in popular culture and heard in 
the lyrics of rap music, seen in the 
images on movie screens and car¬ 
ried out by popular athletes. This 
simply must end. Thankfully an 
ever brighter light being focused 
on violence against women and 
the enactment of Senate Bill 137 
would have been an important step 
towards ending domestic and dat¬ 
ing violence. 

I am the father of a 5-year-old 
daughter and I have another baby 
girl on the way. Should any person 


physically or mentally abuse either 
of my daughters, the last thing 
that perpetrator will need to worry 
about is the police or the court sys¬ 
tem. That being said, we need real 
men to step forward to say enough 
is enough. Unfortunately, many 
have forgotten the responsibilities 
of a real man. 

When I presented SB 137 on 
the Senate floor I outlined the 
responsibilities of a real man: 

- A real man knows that God 
created men AND women in His 
very image. 

- A real man knows that every 
woman he encounters is God’s 
masterpiece inherently worthy of 
honor and respect. 

- A real man defends, not 
degrades women. 

- A real man knows that real 
love does not dishonor others, it 
is not self-seeking and it always 


protects. 

It is difficult to understand why 
Senate Bill 137 was not a priority 
to my colleagues in the House 
given the bipartisan effort to pass 
the emergency protective orders 
for victims contained in House 
Bill 8. To kill a bill of this impor¬ 
tance, which passed the Senate 
with wide bipartisan support and 
passed out of the House Judiciary 
Committee unanimously, is just 
beyond me. Hopefully, with 
increased education and discus¬ 
sions, Senate Bill 137 will gain 
the support of my Democrat col¬ 
leagues in the House next session.

After the closure of 
McKinney Area Rescue 
Squad in 2013, the ambu¬ 
lance board decided 
to split the tax revenue 
available for individual 
Lincoln ambulance ser¬ 
vices four ways between 
the four remaining ser¬ 
vices — Stanford, East 
End, Waynesburg and 
West Lincoln. 

After West Lincoln had 
its license suspended in 
December, the board voted 
to give Stanford EMS the 
money that would have 
gone to West Lincoln for 
each day it was closed. 


Stanford EMS also 
receives funding from the 
ambulance board to operate 
Medic One, a countywide 
paramedic-response service 
that supplements basic-life- 
support coverage. 

Board member Bob 
Floro discussed the diffi¬ 
culty in allocating funds 
based solely on activity. 

“We have had a discus¬ 
sion at least about allocat¬ 
ing funds based on activity, 
but we also should remain 
cognizant of the fact that 
we also have fixed costs 
within those squads that 
must be accounted for,” 
Floro said. 

Floro does believe activ¬ 
ity should be considered 


in allocation, he said, but 
the only way to analyze 
the fixed and variable 
costs would be to gather 
financial reports from each 
ambulance service. 

“We are intending to 
safeguard the health and 
well-being of our resi¬ 
dents and we’re intend¬ 
ing to make allocations 
based on information and 
data,” he said. “I think we 
should look at financials 
and activity at least as 
part of the decisions.” 

Board Chairman Jerry 
Shelton said that is why the 
board has traditionally split 
the disbursements equally. 

A motion was made by 
James to continue dividing 


the available tax funds four 
ways but give Stanford 
two of the four parts — 
$40,000 for Stanford EMS 
and $20,000 each for 
Waynesburg Area Rescue 
Squad and East End EMS. 

Board member Larry 
Yantz disagreed with the 
motion, saying Waynesburg 
is covering part of what 
McKinney used to cover 
and therefore it should 
receive additional funds. 

Like Yantz, board mem¬ 
ber Billy Phillips said he 
wasn’t comfortable with 
seconding the motion. 

The second came from 
board member Jimmy Lane 
and the motion carried with 
a 3-2 vote.

crowded so a lot of our 
inmates are in Casey. We 
just paid our bill to Casey 
last week and it was about 
half of what it was to 
Lincoln and probably about 
two times as many inmates.” 

On Monday, there were 
23 Garrard inmates and 30 
state inmates in the Lincoln 
jail, Rob Wilson said. 

Casey County Jailer 
Tommy Miller said as of 
Monday, there were 10 
Garrard County inmates in 
Casey’s jail. 

“I haven’t talked to any¬ 
one yet so I’m not sure what 
they’ll be doing, but I told 
them either all or none of 
them so I don’t think they’ll 
be keeping them here. I’m 
not sure yet,” Miller said. 

John Wilson said the 
agreement to keep Garrard 
inmates at the Lincoln Jail is 
a short-term solution and by 
no means permanent. 

“We’re actively look¬ 
ing and have been look¬ 
ing for years at what our 
alternatives are,” he said. 
“We’ve had a long partner¬

Lincoln County.”

“As far as state 
inspectors, they are trying 
to help us get a new jail 
and they are not looking 
to shut us down. We just 
passed our inspection and 
everything was fine.”

Time to Think 
about Termites 


pringtime, with 
its warmer 
temperatures 
and more abun¬ 
dant rainfall, 
is typically when many 
winged termites emerge 
inside homes and other 
structures. Termites swarm 
from the colony to dis¬ 
burse, fall to the ground, 
find mates, and start new 
colonies in the soil. 

From now through 
May, you might see 
swarms of winged ter¬ 
mites, called swarmers, 
inside your home, signal¬ 
ing an infestation that can 
cause extensive and cost¬ 
ly damage. Since swarm¬ 
ers are attracted to light, 
you often see them, or 
their shed wings, around 
windows, doors and light 
fixtures. 

We also see winged 
ants in the springtime. By 
examining the insect you 
can learn whether it’s a 
termite or an ant. Termites 
have straight antennae; 
ants have elbowed anten¬ 
nae. Also, termites have 
uniform waists; ants 
have constricted waists 
between body regions. 
Termites have two pair 
of wings of equal size. 
Ants also have two pair of 
wings, but the forewings 
are longer than the hind 
wings. 

Other signs of a termite 
infestation are pencil-thin 
mud “tubes” on inside 
and outside surfaces such 
as foundation walls, piers, 
sills and floor joists. 
Termites make these mud 
tunnels to travel between 
underground colonies and 
your home. Another sign 
of an infestation is dam¬ 
aged wood hollowed out 
along the grain with dried 
bits of mud or soil lining 
the feeding galleries. 

Termite feeding, and 
resulting damage, can 
remain undetected in 
exposed wood because 
the outer surface usually 
is left intact. 

You can reduce the risk 
of a termite attack by fol¬ 
lowing these suggestions: 

•Store wood off of the 
ground. 

•Keep moisture from 
accumulating near the 
foundation. 

•Reduce humidity in 
crawl spaces. 

•Store firewood, lum¬ 
ber or other wood debris 
away from the founda¬ 
tion. 

•Don’t store wood in 
the crawl space. 

•Sparingly use dec¬ 


orative wood chips and 
mulch. 

•Consider having your 
home treated by a profes¬ 
sional pest control firm. 

Many infestations 
result from direct contact 
between structural wood 
and the soil, which gives 
termites access to food, 
moisture, shelter and pro¬ 
vides a hidden entry into 
your home. Make sure to 
have at least six inches 
between the ground level 
and wood siding, porch 
steps, latticework, door or 
window frames, posts and 
similar wooden elements. 

Since termites are 
attracted to moisture, 
they are more likely to 
enter a structure when 
soil next to the foundation 
consistently is moist. So, 
divert water away from 
the foundation with prop¬ 
erly functioning gutters, 
downspouts, and splash 
blocks. Repair leaking 
faucets, water pipes and 
air conditioning units. 
Adjust the soil grade next 
to the foundation so that 
surface water drains away 
from the building. 

Reduce humidity in 
crawl spaces by provid¬ 
ing adequate ventilation. 
Don’t allow shrubbery 
and other vegetation to 
grow over vents; it will 
inhibit cross-ventilation. 
Never allow mulch to 
touch wood siding, door 
frames or window frames. 

The best way to prevent 
termite infestations is to 
have your home treated 
by a professional pest 
control firm. 

What should you look 
for when choosing a pest 
control firm? 

The firm should 
be licensed by the 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture. Membership 
in the Kentucky Pest 
Control Association and/ 
or National Pest Control 
Association suggests the 
company is an estab¬ 
lished firm with access to 
the technical and training 
information necessary to 
correctly do the job. 

Avoid pest control 
firms that pressure you 
into immediately signing 
a contract with “specials” 
or scare tactics. We have 
some very reputable local 
companies that will do a 
good job for you.

USDA Reminds Farmers to Certify 
Conservation Compliance by June 1 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) reminds 
farmers that the 2014 Farm 
Bill requires producers to 
file a Highly Erodible Land 
Conservation and Wetland 
Conservation Certification 
form (AD-1026) with their 
local USDA service center 
by June 1, 2015, in order to 
become or remain eligible for 
crop insurance premium sup¬ 
port. 

Most farmers already have a 
certification form on file since 
it’s required for participation 
in most USDA programs such 
as marketing assistance loans, 
farm storage facility loans and 
disaster assistance. However 
farmers, such as specialty crop 
growers who receive federal 
crop insurance premium sup¬ 
port, but may not participate 
in other USDA programs, also 
must now file a certification 
form to maintain their crop 
insurance premium support. 


“USDA employees are 
working very hard to get 
the word out about this new 
Farm Bill provision,” said 
Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack. “While many produc¬ 
ers will not need to take action, 
we want to help make sure that 
those who are required to act 
do so by the June 1 deadline. 
We want all eligible producers 
to be able to maintain their 
ability to protect their oper¬ 
ations with affordable insur¬ 
ance.” 

Producers should visit their 
local USDA service center and 
talk with their crop insurance 
agent before the June 1, 2015, 
deadline to ask questions, get 
additional information or leam 
more about conservation com¬ 
pliance procedures. Producers 
that file their form by the dead¬ 
line will be eligible for federal 
crop insurance premium sup¬ 
port during the 2016 reinsur¬ 
ance year, which begins July, 


1, 2015. USDA will publish 
a rule outlining the linkage of 
conservation compliance with 
federal crop insurance premi¬ 
um support. Go to http://go.u- 
sa.gov/3Wy5J to view a copy 
of the rule. 

The Highly Erodible Land 
Conservation and Wetland 
Conservation Certification 
form is available at local 
USDA service center or 
online at www.fsa.usda.gov/ 
AD1026form. When a 
farmer completes this form, 
USDA Farm Service Agency 
and Natural Resources 
Conservation Service staff will 
outline any additional actions 
that may be required for com¬ 
pliance with highly erodible 
land and wetland provisions. 
USDA’s Risk Management 
Agency, through the Federal 
Crop Insurance Corporation, 
manages the federal crop 
insurance program that pro¬ 
vides the modem farm safety 


net for America’s farmers and 
ranchers. 

Today’s announcement was 
made possible by the 2014 
Farm Bill, which builds on 
historic economic gains in 
mral America over the past six 
years, while achieving mean¬ 
ingful reform and billions of 
dollars in savings for the tax¬ 
payer. Since enactment, USDA 
has implemented many pro¬ 
visions of this critical legisla¬ 
tion, providing disaster relief to 
farmers and ranchers; strength¬ 
ening risk management tools; 
expanding access to mral cred¬ 
it; funding critical research; 
establishing innovative pub¬ 
lic-private conservation part¬ 
nerships; developing new mar¬ 
kets for mral-made products;

At least eight Lincoln County High 
School juniors are ready to get an early 
taste of college life this summer. 

On Monday, the Governor’s Scholars 
program (GSP) released the names of the 
students chosen to attend the 2015 summer 
residential program for rising Kentucky 
seniors, and included in that list were 
all eight of Lincoln County’s Governor’s 
Scholars applicants. 

The LCHS students accepted into the 
program were Clark Bridgman, Hunter 
Faulkner, Abby Fultz, Katie King, Peyton 
Lewis, Teron Mitchell, Landrea Smith and 
Grayson Yaden. 

The process to gain acceptance into the 
program is very competitive. To be consid¬ 
ered for the program, students must first 
complete an application and be nominated 
by their school district. After making it 
through school and/or district level com¬ 
petitions, students’ applications are sent on 
to the state level for the final evaluation. 
At state, students are evaluated in five dif¬ 
ferent areas: academic achievement (ACT, 
SAT or PSAT test score, grade point aver¬ 
age and difficulty of course load), student 
profile (extracurricular activities, service 
and awards and honors), a 500-word writ¬ 


ing entry, teacher recommendation and 
community recommendation. 

Approximately 1,000 students are cho¬ 
sen for GSP and they will spend five weeks 
at state universities. The three universities 
hosting the 2015 program are Bellarmine 
University in Louisville, Morehead State 
University and Murray State University. 

Lincoln’s Bridgman, Faulkner, Fultz, 
King, Lewis, Mitchell, Smith and Yaden 
don’t know which campus they will be 
at yet or just which session they will be 
participating in, with the assignments to 
be made in the next few weeks. The GSP 
sessions run from June 21-July 25, June 
27-July 31 and June 28-Aug. 1. 

Students who qualify attend free of 
charge, because the program is a part¬ 
nership of the Office of the Governor, 
the Kentucky State Legislature and pri¬ 
vate enterprise. The only money a student 
will need during their session is “pocket” 
money for personal and incidental expens¬ 
es. 

The focus and intention of GSP, which 
was established in 1983, is to retain the 
state’s “best and brightest” students and 
enhance Kentucky’s next generation of 
civic and economic leaders.

We all want to eat food 
that tastes good. One of the 
most common ways we tend 
to make food taste good is by 
adding salt. Unfortunately, 
most American diets are too 
high in sodium. Diets high 
in sodium can raise blood 
pressure, which can lead to 
many major health issues 
including heart disease. 
Herbs provide a great way 
for us to limit our sodium 
intake while still consuming 
flavorful foods. 

Herbs are also some of 
the easiest things to grow. 
The simplest way to start an 
herb garden is to buy plants 
and transfer them to a win¬ 
dow box. We can also grow 
herbs from seed. Herbs need 
a lot of sun to grow, so make 
sure and plant them in an 
area that receives at least 
six hours of sunlight a day. 
Basil, sage, parsley, chives 
and rosemary will do well 
both indoors or outdoors as 
long as they have plenty 
of sun and protection from 
cold weather. 

We can begin harvesting 
herbs once the plant has 
enough leaves to maintain 
growth. In early morning 
right before the dew dries, 


clip undamaged leaves that 
have a nice aroma. Annual 
herbs like sweet basil, dill 
and oregano, can be har¬ 
vested until frost. Chives, 
mint, parsley and rosemary 
will grow for more than one 
season if they are protected 
from harsh cold. However, 
we should stop harvesting 
perennial and biennial herbs 
in late August, as the plants 
will need time to prepare for 
the winter. 

Some herbs produce beau¬ 
tiful flowers, but if we plan 
to cook with herbs in the 
kitchen, harvest the leaves 
before the plant flowers. In 
addition, cut or pinch the 
flower buds back to prevent 
blooming. Once the plant 
flowers, the leaves begin to 
lose their aromatic flavors. 

Once harvested, store 
fresh herbs in the refriger¬ 
ator or preserve them by 
drying or freezing. To keep 
washed herbs fresh for up 
to one month in the refrig¬ 
erator, store them in an air¬ 
tight container and include 
a folded damp paper towel. 

By experimenting with 
different herb combinations, 
it is possible to use less salt, 
experience unique flavors 
and still have delicious dish¬ 
es. For best results, chop or 
mince herbs before cooking. 


Herbs 

Volatile oils are released 
when the leaves are bruised, 
which provides their unique 
flavors. 

Heat increases the rate 
at which herbs release 
their flavors. For dishes 
that require longer cooking 
times, add delicate-flavored 
and ground herbs at the 
end so their flavor will not 
escape. Some herbs, such 
as bay leaves, require lon¬ 
ger cooking times. Herbs 
placed in a cheesecloth 
bag allow the flavors to 
extract during cooking, and 
the herbs can then be easi¬ 
ly removed before serving 
the dish. Add herbs several 
hours in advance or over¬ 
night to uncooked foods, 
such as salad dressings or 
marinades. This will allow 
the herbs to blend with the 
other ingredients. 

Seasoning dishes with 
herbs will allow us to serve 
delicious, nutritious meals 
to our families and friends.
